Students Fired On 
By Burmese Troops 


RANGOON, Burma (AP)-B u r­ 
mese troops opened fire with au 
tomatic weapons on University of 
Rangoon students protesting the 
arrest of four of their leaders Sat­ 
urday night, killing 15 of them and 
critically wounding 27. 
Then, Sunday, army men blew 
tip the student union building with 
a blast that shattered windows 
and sheared off roofing of homes 
nearby. 
No Reason Given 
No reason was given for the 
demolition of the two-story build­ 
ing. Witnesses said the students 
fled after 200 troops charged with 
guns Mazing. 
The trouble began when four 
student leaders were arrested for 
leading an earlier demonstration 
against a government-imposed IO 
p m . curfew on student hostels. 
Tile larger demonstration devel­ 
oped after police took four lead­ 
ers into custody. 
The ruling Revolutionary Coun­ 
cil announced the students had 


been 
w’am ed three 
times the 
troops would open fire if they did 
not end their demonstration. It 
said the students hurled stones at 
army forces when they arrived on 
the scene three miles outside Ran­ 
goon. 
Witnesses said the students had 
held the university rector, U Kha, 
and other professors and their 
families captives in their homes 
before the troops arrived. 
Witnesses said the army gunfire 
sent the students scattering, leav­ 
ing behind the dead and wounded. 
Dozens of ambulances rushed to 
the scene to remove the wounded. 
Hundreds Gather 
Hundreds of persons gathered 
outside Rangoon General Hospital 
later as doctors worked through 
the night on the wounded students. 
The hospital was blocked off to 
unauthorized persons. 
The government announced the 
university was closed until fur­ 
ther notice and a curfew was im­ 
posed in tile area.

CAMP MERCURY, Nev. (A P )- 
American nuclear testers, with 
two shots in two days and three 
other atomic blasts in the imme­ 
diate offing, are moving in high 
gear, though weather has caused 
delays. 
On two fronts—in Nevada’s des­ 
ert and the Pacific Ocean—United 
States scientists are pushing re­ 
search on both the military and 
civilian angles. 
Aerial blasts, both previously 
postponed because of weather con­ 
ditions, were tentatively re-set for 
Monday in both test areas. 
A third nuclear detonation, also 
expected to be above ground, was 
unofficially reported planned in 
mid-week 
using 
troops 
under 
atomic battlefield conditions. 
The Atomic Energy Commission 
and the Department of Defense 
fired a secret nuclear weapon a 
few feet above the Nevada desert 
Saturday. It was the first aerial 
nuclear test on American soil 
since the 1958 pact to suspend 
atomic tests. The current U.S. 
testing began after Russia broke 
the ban with a series of aerial 
detonations. 


Decker's statement said: “An

“The story also is an inaccurate, 
second-hand account of the views 
of Maj. Gen. (William B.) Basson 
(chief of U.S. Special Forces — 
guerrillas), the Army’s principal 
staff officer in the special war­ 
fare area.” 
D ie chief of staff then quoted 
Rosson as saying: 
“Practically 
none of the subjects covered in 
this story were discussed by me 
with the writer. 
“ Not Angry” 
“ I am not angry over ‘misuse’ 
of Special Forces in Viet Nam. 
Although 
ideally 
these 
highly 
trained troops should be used ex­ 
clusively in Special Forces activi­ 
ties it has been necessary to use 
some of them temporarily on bas­ 
ic training missions. 
“ I am not ‘angered by Vietna­ 
mese refusal to take the offen­ 
sive.’

A Good 'Whipping-Boy' 


Advtrtisung is a frequent whipping- 
boy of some politicians, who have put 
sonic laws on the books restricting its 
use, and who are always urging m ort. 
Part of the argum ent runs that bil­ 
lions of dollars each year arc spent on 
advertising, that this is waste, and that 
the poor consumer must pay for i t 


The advertising media long have con­ 
tended that, on the contrary, advertis­ 
ing brings prices down by creating a 
mass market and publicizing compara­ 
tive prices. 
Now we have a report of how the 
inability of a business to advertise actu­ 
ally increases coats. 
One of the fastest-growing financial 
businesses is mutual funds. Small in­ 
vestors 
buy 
shares in these funds, 
which then buy stocks in a wide selec­ 
tion of companies— thus providing pro­ 
fessional judgment and at the same 
time spreading the risk. 
Rut the Security and Kxchange Com­ 
mission places strict regulation on mu­ 


tual funds advertising. About all they 
can say in an ad are 
their names and 
addresses, and that they have literature 
available. This hardly brings the cus­ 
tomers in hoards. 
So the funds have to hire salesmen 
to go out and find customers who are 
anxious to make such investments, 
lf 
they could only advertise fully, the cus­ 
tomers would come to the funds. Send­ 
ing salesmen is expensive, while adver­ 
tising is cheap. 
Dudley F. Cates, executive vice presi­ 
dent of Waddell & Reed, a distributor of 
mutual fund shares, told this story to 
the Wall Street Club in New York. 
“Has it occurred to our critics (those 
who complain of the high service charg­ 
es) t h a t , . * the one way to bring down 
the cost of distribution and enable us to 
tell our story to the public is to allow us 
to develop prospects through intelligent, 
informative 
advertising?” 
Mr. 
Cates 
asked. 
The answer is, of course not. Adver­ 
tising makes too good a whipping-boy.

Campaigns Last Too Long 


Pennsylvania, only partially through 
a long and heated gubernatorial elec tion 
campaign, might look across Lake Erie 
to Canada and profitably observe our 
neighboring nation’s 
elections 
proc e­ 
dures. Canada’s political campaigns and 
election are completed in two months. 
Contrast 
this 
with 
Pennsylvania 
whose citizens can look forward this 
year to a six-month campaign. The two 
governorship candidates started 
lam­ 
basting each other the day after the 
primaries and the campaign talk prob­ 
ably will continue right on up to Novem­ 
ber, becoming more intensified after 
I^ibor Day. Since the two nominees vir­ 
tually ignored their primary opposition 
within their own parties and concentrat­ 
ed on attacking each other, the cam­ 
paign, for all practical purposes, start­ 
ed in February. 
Canada requires that its elections 
be completed within two months after 
dissolution of Parliament. 
The Chris­ 
tian Science Monitor, comparing Can­ 
adian and American election procedures, 
points out that many Canadians feel the 
two-month campaign is too long. This, 
says The monitor, probably will l>e the 
last “long” campaign. 
Because of differences 
in 
govern­ 


mental operations, many of Canada’s 
election procedures would not be appli­ 
cable to the United States or its indi­ 
vidual slates. Bu t a time limit might l>e 
imposed by .shortening the time between 
primary and general elections. 
New 
York, for example, has scheduled its 
primary election for September, ju st 
two months before the general election. 
With modern 
communications 
and 
t ran si tort at ion systems, there is no need 
to drag out unnecessarily a Pennsyl­ 
vania election campaign. Candidates can 
cover the state and meet electors in a 
comparatively short 
time 
and 
their 
campaign statements are disseminated 
quickly throughout the commonwealth 
by 
news 
media. 
Shorter 
campaigns 
would better hold the interest of voters 
and the parties might find them less 
costly. 
A fter a long and arduous campaign, 
the new governor might lie impressed 
with the need for easing the burden on 
future candidates and on the voters. 
He and members of the General Assem­ 
bly should give serious thought to re­ 
scheduling Pennsylvania’s election cal­ 
endar so that less time would elapse be­ 
tween primary and general elections.

XKI 
TOKYO (AP'—Violent monsoon 
rains triggered widespread floods 
and landslides in Japan's south­ 
ernmost island of Kyushu this 
weekend, leaving at least 46 per­ 
sons dead, 36 missing and 33.000 
homeless, 
As heavy downpours — whipped 
by the approach of Typhoon Joan 
—continued Sunday, a heavy toil 
was reported in human suffering, 
homes destroyed, property lost 
and damage to communications 
and crops. 
Police in Kyushu counted *2 
bridges washed away by flooding 
rivers, 662 landslides. 458 broken 
dikes, railways buried at 39 places 
and 80,000 acres of rice fields un­ 
der water. 
• Troops from die self-defense 
force* were rushed to the worst 
bit regions — Nagasaki and Sage 
prefectures—aboard coast guard 
ships, as floods made overland 
travel impracticable. They helped 
dig out the buried. re«*ued the 
survivors and brought them food 
and clothing. 
.• The Weather Bureau predicted 
more heavy rains for Monday and 
Issued flood warnings for south­ 
ern Japan. 
Seismologists watching MI. Aso. 
3,065-foot active volcano in central 
Kyushu, expressed fear of an 
eruption as a result of clogging 
of the crater by earth driven into 
it by rain.

Antique Sale 
Gold Mines 
W ork Two W a ys

The antique auction is a mag­ 
net to many women, particular­ 
ly those who are on vacation 
trying their hand at bidding for 
the first time at country sales. 
The theory is that anything 
bought at auction 
must 
be 
worth more than you pay for 
it 'Taint to. 
Little country auction sales 
have far surpassed the expec­ 
tations of people who have sold 
off 
household 
effects, finding 
that a chipped cookie jar bought 
IO years before and ready for 
the junk pile brought handsome 
returns when auctioned off. 
Country auctions sure unpre- 
rl eta hie and one who acquaints 
himself with the methods em­ 
ployed by auctioneers and who 
understands the value of the 
merchandise can make excellent 
purchases. 
Some basic tips for new bid­ 
ders to keep in mind are these: 
L Always Inspect merchandise 
before you bld on It Most auc­ 
tions permit 
review 
of 
the 
wares a day or two before the 
sale or 
for several hours be­ 
fore the sale lf the auction Is 
outdoors. 
Make a note of any 
item you like with the number, 
and Its approximate value to 
you. Resolve not to bid on any­ 
thing you haven't seen close 
up. 
2. Is there anything shown 
that you need or want to col­ 
lect? If not, don’t bld. It’s a good 
idea anyway to attend a few 
auctions to see how they ope­ 
rate before you make your first 
bid. 
3. If you see something you 
want but don't know its value, 
try to estimate it before the 
auction. If it is an antique, visit 
a couple of antique shops and 
see what they are asking for 
combarable objects. Plan to bid 
from about 50 percent of that 
figure up to 75 percent of It, lf 
you can’t live without the item. 
If the piece Is not an antique, 
decide what It is worth to you 
on the basis of what it would 
sell for new, and use that as 
your guide. 
4. Avoid becoming emotional 
about the item when you are 
bidding. Auctioneers 
are like 
bird dog* In ferreting out a com­ 
pulsive buyer. It is just good 
sales sense, they reason, to en­ 
courage anxious buyers and run 
up the bids. lf you are in un­ 
familiar territory, an overzeal­ 
ous auctioneer may even call 
out non-existent bids to raise 
yours. You could find to your 
chagrin that you’ve paid many 
times more than the article is 
worth because you’ve been In­ 
trigued by the spirited bidding. 
5. If the object you’ve select­ 
ed to bid on needs repairs, de­ 
cide whether it is worth repair­ 
ing and can be repaired.
